Mr. Maki and I discussed 
the starting three layer laminate structure of Bennin and how Bennin's disclosure is not specific on how Bennin's third 
layer is formed. The Examiner then noted that the second reference to Horiuchi teaches film formation by the specific 
semi-additive method as claimed. The Examiner agreed that Applicant's after-final amendment changing "forming" to 
"adding" is a more specific action that the Examiner believes would require additional consideration of the references 
and may likely require an updated search. The Examiner believes that the rejected claims are supported by the 
disclosures..
